Senate today p lu nged in to . its first 
major conflict of the tariff debate 
with the flexible rate p olicy the p oint 
at issu e. 
Ki-p u blican regu lars advocating con­ 
tinu ance of the p olicy had the fu ll 
weight of administration p restige be­ 
hind them. President Hoover having 
made it the occasion for his first 
p u blic p ronou ncement on 
the bill 
since it was first laid before the 
p resent Congress in the Hou se. 
Kanged against them was the sol­ 
id Democratic leadership , advocating 
the tep eal of the flexible p rovision, 
written into the Fordney-McCu mber 
act seven years ago on the grou nd 
that, in au thorizing the President to 
rai.i- or lower rates after investiga­ 
tion by the Tariff Commission, it 
delegated 
to the execu tive 
p owers 
which shou ld be confined to Con­ 
gress, 
The Democrats were cou nting on 
the su p p ort of ten to fou rteen mem­ 
ber.', of the Rep u blican indep endent 
grou p headed by Senator Borah of 
Idaho, one of President Hoover's cam­ 


p aigners last year. 
With su ch ad­ 
dition to their voting strength, they 
believed they wou ld be able to take 
the flexible p rovision ou t of the bill 
in the Senate and 
looking to 
its 
u ltimate elimination, they claimed 
su p p ort for their view among Dem­ 
ocrats, Rep u blican indep endents and 
even Rep u blican regu lars in view of 
the argu ment made against the p oli­ 
cy by Rep resentative Beck of Penn­ 
sylvania. 
The President, in his p u blic state­ 
ment, described the flexible tariff as 
“a necessity in p rotection of p u blic 
interest,” 
Asserting that u nder the 
p rovisions of the law, the President 
has no au thority 
to 
initiate 
any 
changes in the tariff, bu t is emp qw- 
ered merely to act on recommenda­ 
tions of a bi-flirtisan 
commission 
made u p of members ap p roved by the 
Senate, he held that “in no sense, 
therefore, can it be claimed that the 
President can alter the tariff at will, 
or that other desp otic p ower is con­ 
ferred u p on the execu tive.” its con­ 
stitu tionality, he®recalled, has been 
u p held by the su p reme cou rt.
